I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  I960.  Its  lateness  is  deplored,  but  circumstances  have 
again  conspired  against  its  preparation. 

So  far  as  communicable  disease  was  concerned,  the  incidence  generally 
was  low,  one  of  the  peak  years  of  measles  incidence  having  been  1959. 
No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occured.  This  is  the  fifth  year  in  succession  in 
which  there  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria. 


The  percentage  of  school  children  nowfully  protected  against  diphtheria 
is  calculated  as  94.3  per  cent.  Among  pre-school  children,  the  figure  is  only 
42.4  per  cent  and  one  would  certainly  like  to  see  this  percentage  higher. 
For  this  reason  I  have  consistently,  during  the  past  years,  tried  to  secure 
the  initial  immunisation  of  children  during  their  first  term  of  school  life 
and  to  those  who  have  been  previously  immunised,  to  give  a  reinforcing 
dose. 

Increased  amounts  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  became  available  during  the 
year  and  while  primary  vaccination  of  children  and  adults  was  continued, 
4,523  reinforcing  doses  were  given. 


The  housing  position  is  still  a  depressing  one  but  there  are  prospects 
of  more  new  houses  with  the  acquisition  of  more  sites  and  especially  does 
this  relate  to  the  Glebefields  estate. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Com¬ 
mittees  for  their  encouragement,  to  the  general  practitioners  for  their  help 
and  to  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  devoted 
assistance.

The  above  tables,  10,  I  I  and  12  show  that  in  I960  there  was  not  a  large 
amount  of  infectious  disease,  whooping  cough  being  the  most  prevalent 
with  58  cases.  There  were  no  notifications  of  acute  poliomyelitis. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  in  succession  during  which  no  case  of  diphtheria 
has  been  notified. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  who  have  received 
a  primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year  and  also  those 
who  have  had  a  secondary  reinforcing  injection. 
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Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

During  I960,  the  immunisation  campaign  against  diphtheria  was  con¬ 
tinued  and  2,882  Tipton  children  received  injections  during  the  year.  As 
Table  1 3  shows,  764  of  these  were  primary  doses  and  2, 1  1 8  re-inforcing  doses. 

The  estimated  number  of  children  of  school  age  at  3  1  st  December,  1 960, 
was  7,368  and  up  to  this  date,  6,952  of  these  have  been  immunised  against 
diphtheria,  a  percentage  of  94.3. 

Among  pre-school  children,  the  figure  is  not  so  high  and  has  declined 
a  little  during  1 960.  The  percentage  of  pre-school  children  protected  against 
diphtheria  is  42.4  per  cent. 

Taking  school  and  pre-school  children  together,  the  percentage  of 
protected  children  in  the  Borough  is  78.8  per  cent.

More  poliomyelitis  vaccine  became  available  during  the  year  and  the 
age  limits  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  were  raised. 

Table  1 6A  shows  the  numbers  of  those  who  were  given  a  primary  course 
of  vaccine  and  the  various  numbers  are  listed  according  to  their  year  of 
birth.  Many  more  primary  vaccinations  against  poliomyelitis  were  given 
in  1959,  (viz.  4,021  compared  with  2,002  in  I960),  but  during  I960  we 
concentrated  more  on  re-inforcing  injections  and  of  these  4,523  were  per¬ 
formed  by  general  practitioners,  and  by  the  immunisation  team  in  its  visits 
to  schools  and  factories. 
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T  uberculosis 

Thirty-five  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  3 1 
pulmonary  and  4  non-pulmonary.  Of  the  31  pulmonary  cases  notified,  6 
were  inward  transfers  from  other  areas.  Table  17  gives  comparative  figures 
with  previous  years.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  year  I960  and  in  respect  of  the  Cleansing 
and  Refuse  Disposal  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1961. 

Housing  continues  to  be  an  important  section  of  the  work  and  a  further 
I  14  unfit  houses  were  considered  by  the  Council  and  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Act,  making  a  total  of  666  since  the  re-commencement  of  slum 
clearance. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  implementing  the  provisions  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act  by  industry  and  a  commencement  on  the  first  smoke  con¬ 
trolled  area  has  been  made. 

The  amount  of  meat  inspection  still  continues  to  increase  at  the  three 
private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough.  The  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  and  inspected  totalled  I  16,159,  an  increase  of  8,652  over  the 
previous  year. 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  sets  new  standards  of  hygiene  for 
slaughterhouses  and  much  needed  improvements  to  premises  can  be  con¬ 
templated. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  ice  cream  samples 
taken  during  the  year  were  again  excellent. 

The  net  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  showed  an 
increase  of  £2,101  over  the  previous  year.  This  extra  cost  was  due  mainly 
to  increased  wages  of  employees,  the  introduction  of  a  new  incentive  bonus 
scheme  and  the  complete  overhaul  of  refuse  vehicles. 

Comments  on  other  branches  of  work  carried  out  are  given  in  later 
pages. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  confidence,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
his  support  and  the  whole  of  the  staff  for  their  able  and  active  co-operation.

During  the  year,  99  visits  were  paid  to  industrial  undertakings  and 
steady  progress  has  been  made  in  reducing  atmospheric  pollution. 

Grit  and  dust  from  foundry  cupolas  has  received  close  attention  and 
every  effort  is  being  made  to  ensure  that  the  grit  and  dust  provisions  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  industrialists. 

Only  two  applications  were  received  from  firms  for  installation  of  new 
furnaces  and  chimneys  under  the  Act  and  these  were  granted  without 
alteration.

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SECTION  VI— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Meat  Inspection 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  at  the  three 
private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  under  review  was 
I  16,159,  as  against  128,270  during  1959. 

The  number  of  animals  affected  with  Tuberculosis  again  declined  and 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  percentage  of  the  numbers  inspected  and 
found  affected  with  this  disease  ten  years  ago  (1950)  were.  Cattle  21.5  per 
cent  and  Pigs  7.47  per  cent,  as  against  the  I960  figures  of  2.2  per  cent  and 
1.95  per  cent  respectively.  These  figures  show  a  striking  improvement. 

However,  the  percentage  of  animals  affected  with  diseases  other  than 
Tuberculosis,  continues  to  show  an  increase.  This  is  mainly  accounted  for 
by  the  number  of  animals  affected  with  parasitic  diseases.  The  figures  in 
1950  were.  Cattle  22.7  per  cent  and  Pigs  3.79  per  cent,  as  against  the  I960 
figures  of  30.5  per  cent  and  9.5  per  cent  respectively. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  was  approximately  81  tons.  The  condemned  meat  is  disposed  of 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  instructions  and  utilised  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  fertilisers,  etc.

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 

Licences  under  the  above  Act  were  renewed  to  36  slaughtermen  and 
4  new  licences  were  granted,  making  a  total  of  40. 

One  of  the  four  new  licences  was  granted  subject  to  the  holder  not 
slaughtering  any  animal  except  under  supervision. 

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

The  above  Act  required  Local  Authorities  to  review,  after  consultations 
with  such  organisations  as  appear  to  represent  the  interests  concerned,  the 
existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  the  district  for  slaughterhouse 
facilities. 

The  necessary  consultations  with  adjoining  local  authorities,  bacon  in¬ 
dustry,  local  butchers  and  other  organisations  were  made  and  a  report  was 
submitted  to  the  Borough  Council  indicating  that  the  existing  and  probable 
future  requirements  of  the  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  could  be 
met  by  the  three  existing  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  which 
was  agreed  to.  The  report  also  gave  a  detailed  list  of  particulars  of 
requirements  of  the  Construction  Regulations  expected  to  be  complied 
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with  by  the  Owners  of  these  premises.  In  this  respect,  the  owners  of  one 
of  the  slaughterhouses,  which  is  a  large  undertaking  and  carries  out  an 
extensive  wholesale  trade  in  meat  and  is  also  a  bacon  curing  factory,  have 
submitted  plans  for  complete  modernisation  of  the  premises. 

The  report  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  and  was  approved  by  him  and  he  has  made  1st  January,  1962,  as  the 
appointed  day  for  which  all  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  must  comply 
with  the  Construction  Regulations. 

When  this  work  is  carried  out,  all  the  necessary  provisions  of  the 
various  Regulations  should  be  complied  with,  which  should  result  in  a  raw 
meat  supply  produced  in  a  more  hygienic  manner. 

It  should  be  noted  that  84  per  cent  of  all  meat  supplies  from  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  Borough  is  sent  to  outside  districts.

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SECTION  VII— PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  report  for  this  section  of  the  work  is  for  the  financial  year  April 
I960  to  March  1961 . 

Collection  of  Refuse 

The  net  cost  of  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  as  shown  in  the 
following  COST  STATEMENT  was  £26,728,  an  increase  of  £2,101  over  the 
previous  year. 

This  extra  cost  was  due  to  increased  wages  of  employees  ;  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  new  incentive  bonus  scheme  and  the  complete  overhauling  of 
the  refuse  vehicles. 

The  transport  used  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  as  follows: 

I  S.&D.  “W”  Type  16/18  cu.  yd.  Container  Bulk  Loader. 

4  S.&D.  “W”  Type  16/18  cu.  yd.  Fore  and  Aft  Tipping  Freighters. 

I  Austin  Lorry. 

I  Karrier  Sideloader. 

I  Commer  Van  (waste  paper  collection). 

The  collection  of  refuse  since  the  introduction  of  the  new  incentive 
bonus  scheme  has  been  a  weekly  one  with  the  exception  of  the  weeks 
immediately  following  Bank  Holidays.  The  number  of  days  lost  through 
absenteeism  was  again  fairly  high  and  difficulty  was  experienced  in  replacing 
the  labour  force  by  suitable  men  when  required. 


Disposal  of  Refuse 

The  gross  expenditure  incurred  in  the  disposal  of  house  and  trade 
refuse  on  the  Gospel  Oak  Tip  was  £4,939,  as  against  £4,501  during  the 
previous  year. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  and  the  condition  of 
the  tip  was  satisfactory  and  free  from  major  nuisance. 


Provision  of  Dustbins 

Dustbins  are  renewed  as  a  rate  charge  and  bins  supplied  to  newly 
erected  houses  are  charged  for.  The  number  of  bins  distributed  during 
the  year  totalled  913,  involving  an  expenditure  of  £1 ,869.
